CHAPTER 428. 

AN ACT to amend subsection 1 of section 561dn of the statutes, 
relating to biennial examinations of the financial transactions 
and accounts of the state board of control. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin., representei7 in Senate and

SECTION I. Subsection 1 of section 561dn of the statutes is 
amended to read: (Section 5fildn.) 1. The state board of con-
trol shall cause all the financial transactions and accounts of or 
relating to the several institutions under their supervision, at 
the close of each biennial period, to be thoroughly examined by 
an audit company of recognized business standing and re-
liability * * * such audit company to be appointed by the 
governor and in no way connected with the board or any of 
its activities.
